EGYPT'S TRADE. 


THE PAST HALF YEAR RETURNS. 
\ NEW RECORD, 


With the publication of the Costoms re- 
turns for June, it is possible for os to examine 
the trade of the country doring the first six 
months of the current year, and to compare 
the same with the turnover in 1905. 

In dealing last August with the qaestion 
of trade during the first half of 1905, we had 
to record a ehrinkage when compared with 
the same period in 1904. This decrease, for 
which the enormons expansion in the country's 
trade during the earlier months of 1904 was 
responsib'e, has now been entirely wiped away, 
and a new record created, viz: a total turn-

A glance at thé above returns shows the 
pbenamena! growth of trade daring the past 
six months. Roughly speaking, the gain was 
one of a million in imports, and a million and 
a half in exports, the actual figures being L. BE. 
1,086,293 or 11.5 % in purchases, and LE. 
1,544,708 or 16 7% in gales. 

EXPORTS. 


Although the namber of cantars of cotton 
shipped abroad daring the period ander revi- 
sion was 3,021,003 against 3,153,765 last year, 
the higher price clearly explain the increase of 
L.B. 1,928,420 in the export valoe. 

In passing, we may jast mention that from 
the Ist September 1905— when the present 
cotton season commenced—to the 29th Jane, 
the arriva's io Alexandria were 5,870,826 
cantare, against 6,199,801 last season. The 
stccks in hand on the latter date were 568,873 
eantsta, whereas they were 1,010,134 cantars 
at the end of Jane 1905. 

Cotton Seed. 

The total cotton seed retarns fur the half 
year amounted to 1,497,726 ardebs yalued at 
L.E. 863 285, against 1,581,445 ardebs (LB. 
759,208) last year. There has thus been a loss 
of 83,719 ardebs bat an inerease in valae of 
LE. 104,062. Germany has now become « 
boyer in this marke’, she having taken 98,500 
ardebs in the six months in question, whereas 
her purchases last year daring the same period 
were vil. The ehipments to France have fallen 
from 66,771 ardebs to 34,646 ardebs, 


Onlens. 

Compared with 1205, the exports daring 
the first six months of 1906 decreased by over 
30,000 tons, the figures for the two years being 
111,442 tons (LB. 390,050) and 80,094 tons 
(LB. 215,770) respectively.It will be seen that 
the aversge price per ton has dropped nearly 
L.E. 1 this year. 


Rice. 

The increase in the exports ‘ot rice since the 
Ist Sanusry was one of nearly 2.000.(00 kilo- 
grame, the valve of the shipments beirg LB. 
71,565 sgainet L.E 68,736 in 1905. 


Gum. 

The gom retarns at 8,844,881 ki'ograms 
valued 2t L BE. 76 808 show a loss of 698,516 
kiloe==L.E. 28,680 on the six months. 


Eggs. 

The namber of eggs shipped abroad daring 
the psriod Ist January to 380th Jone was over 
3,000,000 in excess of the figures for 1905. It 
is satisfactory to note that the average price 
per 1,000 eggs was moch higher than last 
year. 


Cotton Cake. 

A slightly larger trade was done in this 
article, the sh‘pments being 38,931 tons = 
LEB 124,591, against 85,499 tons = LB. 
113,591 during the first half of 1905. 


Beans. 

The member who kindly supplies our no‘es 
on beans each month hes regularly this year 
referred to the stagnation in the export market 
owing to the operation of a “corner” here. To 
what extent the export trade has suffered 
daring the s'x moaths may be gathered from 
the fact that the Customs retorns were only 
8,565 ardebs = L.E. 7,85) compared with 
20,476 = L.B. 141.083 for the same period 
last year. 


Cigarettes. 

The exporta of Egyptian cigarettes still con- 
tinue to move in an apward direction, though we 
are afraid that the returns for the corrent half 
year may be adversely affected by the recent 
German tariff. The increare during the last six 
months was 16,888 kilograme. 

Great Britain was, of course, Egypt's best 
castomer daring the period onder revision, her 
porchases of L.E. 5,491,358 or 49.2 % of the 
total export trade being almost the same figare 
as in 1905. Germany increased hor share from 
9 °/ to 10.8 %. France retained the 3rd position 
with 8% against 8. 9 /. Ries'a took goods te 
the valoecf LE 741,143 or 6.6%, being an 
improvement oo her fizares of L.B. 459,615 
(*.2%) for the first half of 1905.
